PANAMA CANAL AND POST- 
Ò FFIC B n r o u iR T . 


Divided Attentloii cetile Senate 
Yestecday--Brl^SeMion Held 
b^tbe Hoiis6--0<lier Newg 


Washington, Jan- 18.—"nie" postolTice in­ 
quiry resolution and Panam a canal ques­ 
tion divided the attention of the senate to 
day. The first h llf of the session was 
given up to the Inquiry, Hale and Gorman 
being- the speakers. Hale made a plea for 
reference of all postal Inv^tlgation reso­ 
lutions to the committee on postoffices 
and Gorman repeated his as.surance that 
he would be satisfied with that disposal of 
the question. He denied any intention to 
appear as prosecutor of the Republican 
party, of which Hale accused him. 


Hale expressed the opinion departmental 
inquiry had been more thorouife than 
would l>e a confiTesslonal Investigation. 
The question went over imtll to morrow 
with the understanding that after a few 
more speeches the resolution would be al­ 
lowed to go to committee, 


Discupsion of the canal question was 
confined to continuation of Teller’s argu­ 
ment th at the course of the United States 
In the lucent revolt of !^nam a was con­ 
trary to International law 
and

morals. 


While the Panam a question has been 
before the senate on general principles 
during: tltó greater part of the p r^en t ses­ 
sion the canal treaty was not reported un­ 
til to day. It had no sooner been reported 
favorably to the senate In executive ses­ 
sion than it became the subject of heated 
oontroversy. 
Cultom made a report in 
favor of the treaty, whereupon Morgan as 
a member of the <K)mmlttee at once enter­ 
ed a formal protest a ^ in s t acceptance of 
the report on the ground that when the 
committee decided to report th e treaty an 
amendmrat was still.im der con^deratlon 
and that be had not had time to p re s e t 
an ameiidmenV looking to stHkIng out of 
article 22 of the treaty. In which Panama 
rehouces her ' rights to participation in

M otion supported bis written statement 
with a brief spewh and was Immediately 
followed«by Daniel with à resoltitlon de­

of the committee had been both precipi­ 
tate and unfair and urged the treaty 
should be recommitted for further con­ 
sideration.

He declared that very 
careful consideration had been giveii to 
all details connected with the treaty and 
said th at Instead of precipitancy being: 
numltfested the committee had given the 
utmost consideration for amendments and 
had adopted some of them,. He felt the 
majority had llst^xed with iP’eat patience 
to nil representations made, and therefore 
had felt justified in putting the moUon 
made by Long In committee for repoHIng 
th c tr e a ^ without delay. 


Spooner .«poke almig the same llnes^ 
and went into detail to show coi^ideratlon 
was given by the comcpittee to fiiuggestlons 
of Democratic members. 


Allison suggested Democratic senators

St. Petersburg, Jan. IS.—There is strong 
Indication that through the czar’s per­ 
sonal acts the peace party is completely 
in the ascendant. M, Bezobrazoff, head of 
the war party, has gone abroad and For­ 
eign Minister Lamsdorff, who from the be- 
ginidng has favored peace, ia now com­ 
pletely rehabiliated, and Viceroy Alexieff 
has been made subservient to the foreign 
office in Russo-Japanese negotiations. His 
extensive powers are curtailed and he can 
make no move without the csar's personal 
approval. In fact, fresh assurances con­ 
veyed through Ambassador Cassini to au- 
tborlties at W’ashlagton of the recognition 
of rights acquired by the Chinese treaty 
is lai^ely attributed to Lam-sdorfTs Influ­ 
ence, 
Diplomatic circles regard Lams- 
dorfTs conduct of negotiations under the 
czar’s direction as a very hopeful sign. 
Another strong Influence on the side of 
peace has b e ^ M. W itte, president of the 
council of state, who has been bending his 
energies to avoid a conflict. At a recent 
meeting of the council of state W ltté 
pleaded the cause of peace, pointing out 
the disastrous conseqi}ences of war to 
Russia and declaring th at Russia had 
everything to lose and nothing to gain. It

PUSHING PENSION BILL. 


Washington, Jan. 18.—Unless the efforts» 
of the Graiid Army of the Republic are 
futile every one of the remiàninér ISjno 
men who served In the Union army in the 
civil war and who is" not now on the pen­ 
sion rolls will be taken care of by the 
government All those who are receiving 
less than 112 a month will have their pay­ 
ments raised to that amount. It Is the 
Intention of the G r^ d Army to try to 
have congress pass a s^ervice pen.^on t^ll 
similar to th at i^vcm ing the veterans o f 
the Mexican and other wars. Under these 
laws any soldier who served a stated time 
in the army andi was honorably discharged 
became eligible to a pension. A t the en­ 
campment of the Grand Army held a t San 
Francisco last August a resolution was 
adopted calling for the passage of a ser­ 
vice bill and a committee was appointed to 
come on to Washington, draw up a suit­ 
able measure and submit it to congress.^ 
This is the'first time the Grand Army, as 
such, has come forw ard and sought a 
service pension bllL 


The service pension m atter has >been be­ 
fore the country for years, but the Grand 
Army took no action en til th'irty-nlne 
years had elapsed since the civil war, this 
being tho lapse of time from the' conclu­ 
sion of the Mexican w ar until the passage 
of the service bill f^r the veterans^f that 
struggle.

In his annual report President Mitchell 
árges the. convention to be moderate i» 
.«ipeech and conseH’ative in action. 
The 
situation In each district is outlined and 
iin summing lip 
the general slttiattón 
Mitchell saiys: “In 'a ll districts In which 
mining prices have heretofore been re«u. 
la ted by agreement increa.«ied wages were 
secured and other concessions obtained, 
and, while in many Instances wages have 
not advanced in proportion to the increase 
secured in the central competitH'e coal 
fields, on the whole we have every reason 
to feel fairly well satisfied with gains? 
during the 5'ear 1903.” 


Congratulatory reference is made to tho 
cordial business relation that has existed 
between the organization and operators in 
all states* and districts In which wage 
conditions and employment are regulated 
and determined by mutual agreement.

bonds 
were issued to replace old securities 
Î.S much as in 189(>, the^ reorganiza 
1 ion period. By lUOl the tot4il boiu 
issue had risen to $082,000,000. ' The 
sudden reversal of the attitude o{ tlie 
money market toward new railway 
capital found many comikinies wit' 
heavy liabilities for which no 'i)er- 
Hiaiient capital plan had been prepar­ 
ici, And the raUw'aj' policies tberefoie 
be<iame unsettled. 


The immediate effect of this was 
the cancelling of outstanding con­ 
tracts for material and supplies anc 
a^prènominal curtaihnent of all ex- 
j>enses. 
Tliis 
retrenchment 
was 
largely responsible for,the pronounc- 
i-d check which follovi^ed in the iron 
:iml ■ steel industries. 


The conditions jvhieh the railways 
now have to face are epitomized as 
follows: “instead of track movemcrnt 
overtaxing facilities the tonnage mov­ 
ing can be handled withput extraor­ 
dinary efforts to clear the yards and 
Í erminals ; instead of increasing prof­ 
its before the striking fact in railivay 
income statements the expansion in 
i^xpenses has become thé vital fac­ 
tor for the consideration of railway 
officers and the investment public. 
Instead of 
preparation 
of exten­ 
sive projects for improvements, plans 
to develop the economiës in operation 
exjiected when betterrrient policy %vas 
iiu^lined, engaged« the attentioii- of 
railway inanagers of large and small 
railroads alike.” 


The writer concludes that the rail­ 
roads w'ill l)e able to pass througli 
a * far more serious curtailment of 
revenues than thé one thrëatehed 
without an impairmentof capital ob­ 
ligations. 


VAGRANCY LAWS. 


The laws which have recently been 
passed ià Georgia and Alabama for 
the suppression of the tramp and 
vagrant negro evil' are’ said to be 
working 
admirably, although they 
have been in operation but a shoi:t 
time. 
Under their operation if a 
vagrant black 
or white 
does 
not 
choose to work and deliberately re- 
inains idle, the state finds something 
ior him to do on the public roads or 
elsewhere, and not only finds work 
for him, but malees him do it, which 
of course, keeps him out of mischief, 
and, is of benefit to the general pub­ 
lic, which otherwise would be the 
victim or would have to support him.' 
The president of the Seaboard Air 
Line railroad says in* the INTew Or­ 
leans Times Democrat that the lawsi 
“are rapidly 
eliminating 
the idle 
negro, and converting him into a 
useful onember of society.” He yys, 
also, that the railroads are the chiefi 
beneficiaries of the laws,-as thej^ en­ 
able the. railroad contractors to kS^ep 
themselves, well supplied with labor

MUST MAKE A LIVING. 


The postmaster general does not 
agree with the recoramen<lation of 
his assistant, that rural mail carri(*rs 
Hbojiild be |)ermitted to add to tbeii 
salaries by doing an express business. 
Mr. Payne thinks that the law which 
permits this ought to be repealed an 
that salaries of carriers ought to be 
raised to a living wage. It is clear 
that something ought to be done, 
when 
3,(K)0 r carriers , resigned last 
year because they could not live on 
their salaries. ^ 


Many doubt very much if congress 
can be brought to increase salaries 
more than enough to offset the loss 
of giving up the little,local express 
business. That would leave the car­ 
riers just where they are now, and 
the service would still be crippled by 
continual drifting away* of its best 
men. No one can see how the ser­ 
anee suffers by letting rural carriers 
becoming carriers of small packages 
trade which is constantly going on 
lietween Httle viliage settlers and 
the surrounding farms. 
One would 
think that this might be winked at 
in ány case. 
What the postmaster 
general complains ^ of is the e.xpress 
business that originates in the cities, 
goes part way by freight, and the rest 
by rural cariers as messengers for 
the public. This he says ought to go 
through the'mails and pay revenue to 
the government.

IN GORDON’S HEMOÉY 


St I-OUÍK, Jan. 18.—"Lessons from the 
Life of General John B, Gordon” 
was 
thf .subject of the sermon preached by 
itev. James W. Ivce, of St, John’s Meth- 
odi.st Episcopal church South yesterday 
evening. The service was in memoriam 
of the confederate general who died re- 
oently. 
Rev'. Dr. Lee spoke in part as 
follows: 


Born In 1S32. Graduated in 1852. Marlred 
in 18T».'Ï. 
Captain in the confederate ser- 
vico In 1861. ^Brigadier General in 1862. 
Major general In 1 ^ . 
Lieutenant gen- 
oral in 1865. 
United States senator in 
1873. 
Re-elected 
In 1879. 
Governor of 
Georgia in 188fi. Re-elected in 1888. United 
States senator in 1900. Retired from poll- 
tiC8 in 1896. 
Died in 1904. 


“In a few sentences the life of Gen. John 
B. Gordon is summed up. 
It this all? 
Is ihe end of such .a life dust and ashes, 
put aw.ay beneath fading flowers by those 
who loved him? îis. there nothing here 
but a brilliant figure moving before u.s, 
perforpilng a part and then going out of 
sight forever? Was the heart that began 
to'beat in Upson county, Georgia, In 1832, 
and cea.sed. to beat in Miami, Fla., in 1904, 
but a ,temporary timepiece, thrown to­ 
gether by the bjind forces of nature, to 
be pulled apart by the same unrea.soning 
power after it had marked off the hours 
of nearly seventy-three .short years? 


“No, the Gordon of battle and conven­ 
tion and legislative halls and platform 
was not all. Beneath the military hero, 
the wise statesman, the useful citizen, 
was the unseen, silent, eternal Gordon of 
goodnes.s. 


Lee, Jackson and Gordon were equally 
strong on the batttle field and in the 
prayer meeting. They were men of war 
and at the same time men of God. To 
many timid souls this will seem like a 
contradiction. 
How can a devout saint 
be at the same time a man of war and 
engage in the awful business of killing 
hW brothers? ,'Because all meii who under­ 
stand the New Testament know that 
while the Scriptures speak of peace âs 
great and final outcome of the process of 
history, they never hesitate to accept war, 
both 4n the past a^d the present, a.s 
part of the providence of God.”

WANT MORE MONEY. 


Berlin, Jan. 18.—The, government sent 
to the reichstag this evening bills auth­ 
orizing supplementary credits of $376,500 
for the current fiscal year for the sup­ 
pression of the uprising of the Hereos in 
South Africa, and also for a nadidtlonal 
appropriation of $3C1,300 in the 1901 bud­ 
get. The memorandum acocmpanying the 
bills explains that when the full force 
now provided for reaches the scene of 
acticm it Will amount to 1,125 men. Pro­ 
vision is made for the purchase of 750 
horses, sonce pnlj* cavalry can operate 
successfully In the region and also for 
plirchk.se of revolver-cannon and machine 
guns which have proved imcommonly 
effective weapons in the peculiar topogra­ 
phy of tho colony, 
TTie plan of action 
contemplates particularly 
the' keeping 
open of the railway between Swakopa- 
mund and Winthook. 
The government's 
memorandum further .says there are on­ 
ly 400 men now' at the dl.sposal of auth­ 
orities in the entiren orthern part of the 
colony, while the ereros have far larger 
number.

e:^rienced in recent years occurred 
yesterday afternoon* when the main 
lumber yard of the Vredenburgh 
Lumber company at the northwest cor 
ner of Jefferson and Third streets, 
was totally destroyed. 


Many thousand feet of valuable lum 
her was burned and in addition to the 
office building at the corner of Thirc 
and Jefferson streets was damagec 
by fire and water and will have to bo 
refitted throughout. The loss will be 
between $40,000 and $60,000, and it 
was said last night by members of the 
firm that the insurance will amount 
to $30,0d0. 


Henry Spwezey, driver of hook and 
ladder truck No. 1 wag overcome by 
smoke aboiit 7 o’clock. He was assist­ 
ing other firemen in holding a hose 
which was directing a stream just 
west of the office. He was seen to 
reel and fall. Bystanders came to his 
assistance and he was removed^to St. 
John’s hospital, where he %vas uncon­ 
scious for several hours. 


The origin of the fire is not known 
and the flames spread so rapidly that 
it wa^ hardly possible to tell where 
the blaze started. However, thé main 
blaze which w’^as discovered at 4:15 
o’clock, came from thecal ley west of 
the office building. 


Fred Bahlow, watchman at the Chi­ 
cago & ■ Alton 
passenger 
station, 
with 
others, 
noticed 
the 
flames 
through the large gate just we.st of 
the office building and rushed over 
to that point and threw the gate open 
The current of air which was start­ 
ed between the office building and 
the lumber sheds across the, , alley 
caused the flames to spread iftpidly. 


When the alarm of fire was turned 
in the department resi>onded without 
delay and four engines were at 
work in a few minutes, some of them 
throwing two streams each. The fire 
men w^ere' forced to watch mauy 
other buildings to keep the flames 
from spreading and thus interfere 
with their work of fighting and keep­ 
ing under control the main blaze. 


The buildings in* the neighborhood 
suffered slightly from the intense 
leat from the burning piles of lum- 
)cr. 
The north w’all of the West­ 
ern hotel, on the southwest corner 
of Third anil! Jefferson, became in­ 
tensely hot and several times dur­ 
ing the fire it Was necessary to throw 
a stream a stream of ^vatcr TÎpon the 
juilding • to keep it from igniting, 
^iany panes of glass in the hotel were 
drokeii by tho streams, and some fur­ 
niture in the rooms on the north side 
of the hotel was ruined by smoke and 
water. 


This hotel as well as the Commer­ 
cial hotel, at the northeast corner of 
Third and Jefferson, is owned by F. 
îîeisch & Brothers, and both hos-‘ 
telries were insured for about $8,000 
each, so that all losses are full.y cov 
ered. 


The plant of the Springfield Pure 
ce and Storage company was'threat 
eiied but a fortunate wind kept the 
ames from reaching the main part 
of the huilding. As it was the com- 
pan.v wiir ios© several. thousand dol- 
ars worth'of proï)erty. Eight hor^ 
hieh were kept in a stable fronting 
on an alley just west of the lumber 
yard were biirned to death. The only 
exit from the stables was by. w ^ of 
the alley and the flames spread with 
such rapidity that it was imi)Ossible 
to save tjie animals. 
A’ policeman 
entered the stables, and after cutting 
rthe halters tried to drive the horses 
out, but after reaching the door they 
became frightened at the sight of 
the flames and the intense heat and 
ran back to their stalls. As it was 
impossible to save them they were 
shot and were thus saved the agony of 
being suffocated by smoke or burned 
by the flames. 


Two ice wagons which were kept 
in a lot near the stables were burn­ 
ed. During tlie progress of the fire 
several wagon loads ^ of beer which 
were stored in' the storage plant, were 
hauled away. A hole was cut in thé 
roof of* the stable and heating plant 
and a stream of water was directed 
throug it, thus saving the building 
and preventing the spread of the fire.

' George N. Loomis, of New York 
city, business manager of “The 
Prince of Pilsen,” was in tlie city 
M'onday arranging for the appear- 
an*ce of the play at the Grand anc 
íncidcaitáUy calling on some of his nu 
merous friends. 
^ 


^ . Loomis was a resident of Jack 
sonvillo when a young* man and in 
1876 was tîie city editor of the Jour 
nal. He was a bright newspaper man 
and had a scent for news that is es 
sential to success. 


This was the year of the great cen 
tennial, but despite the drawing fea 
ture of the international show Bar- 
mmi 
Bailey^s circus continued to 
visit the eities and towns of the 
country, and as an added attraction 
to' their miunmoth exhibition they 
had engaged the services of a Mr. 
Donaldson, a celebrated aeronaut 
who made daily ascensions in a bal 
loon filled with gas. 


Barnum & Bailey 
had includec 
Jacksonville in their itinerary ant 
the townsi>eople and country folk for 
miles around were expectant over the 
adven-t of the great circus. > A few 
days before their coming to Jackson 
ville they showed in Chicago and in 
his ^cent Mr. Bonaldson, as hat 
been" the practice, took with him a 
newspaper reporter. Mr. Greènwood, 
of thediicago Journal, accompaniec 
the aeronaut on a fatál trip as 
afterward proved to be and iii a ter 
ri ble storm which came up suddenly 
both were lost in: Lake Michigan. 


Not to be daunted, Bamum ¿ 
Biiiley sent at • once for Profc.ssor 
King, of Boston, another noted bal­ 
loonist, who had given the subject 
great deal of .scientific study. 
He 
joined the circus at St. Louis with hii^ 
balloon, which was capable of carry­ 
ing 30,000 cubic feet of gas, and his 
first ascension was niafle in that city 
The show was in St. Tx)uis Friday 
and waj9 to appear in Jacksonville 
!Monday, >vhere Profesor King was 
to make his secorid ascent. It always 
added to the daring attempt of tiie 
aeronant if some local man could ^ 
obtained to go up ih the balloon wnth 
the professor and John Hutchinson, 
of Cprollton, - III., who knew Mr. 
^omis, and who wa.9 advance man 
for the circus, came to Jacksonville 
Saturday and aske<l Mr.Jioomis if he 
would consent to take the. flight 
tJirougK ether with Professor King. 
Realizing at once what 
fine story 
such an experience would make for 
his paper, he readily consented and 
Qn the afternoon of Monday, July 27, 
1871, he had an experience that even 
the most enterprising newspaper man 
of the twentieth century would ihid 
hard to duplicate. 


'The balloon was filled from a ga.«f 
hydrant near the present First, ward 
school house §nd was then rolled 
over, carefully guarded all the while, 
until the vacant lot jusi nortli of the 
Russel lumber yard w^as reached, 
wliich wa.s the show ground in those 
days. Here fuljy 15,000 people had 
gathered, an. eager, anxious throng, 
and among ttie number many of Mr; 
I>)orais* friend/?, who had been taunt­ 
ing hinH&ver since the secret became 
known thijt he was to make the ascent 
that his cour||go would Jail him in 
the crucial raòment. Wlien the su­ 
preme moment, howeyer, did arrive 
Mr. Loomis at a signal from Pro- 
fe.ssor King, and, outwardly at least, 
calm, stepi)ed lightly into the basket 
and holding a silk cap in his hand 
waved jaimtily a farewell to the 
shouting multitude who were left be­ 
hind. 


At first it seemed as if the earth 
were falling away and this was the 
sensation ùntîl after they had îiseend* 
ed a half mile. The balloon carried 
300 pounds of ballast and the drag 
rope 350 feet long was dropi)cd' as 
soon as the ascent began. They sail­ 
ed east- and north for the first few 
minu^ and Professor King, who had 
lis instnimientg with him, estìmated 
that they would, eventually come 
down ñep Springfield. They were 
soon a mile high, when the sun* came 
out from behind a cloud and it was 
necessary to tóe^ d, and they catne 
down near the farm of John TL Alex­ 
ander, near the p t^ n t town of that 
name. 
Here tfcy called ujjon the 
lired hand9 about thè phu» to Belp 
lold the balloon! aiid waited for the 
return oFfavorable conditions, to eon* 
imie ; their fli^t.

f^ iiy were Way frotn home, but 
the. stranger» were nevertheless roy- 
allyjreeeiveii-and were sui^lied mth 


out and soon the* two aerial travelers 
were three mile» high 
and Mr. 
Ijoomis found hîmseïf totally deaf 
and the- humidity of the atmosphere 
so great he could hardly.breathe.^ The 
towns in the ddstanee had‘the ap- 
|)earanco of snowbanks. 
The gran- 
duer of the scenery, the i)eculiar sen­ 
sations and the novelty of the experi­ 
ence of su<^ a trip can only be imag­ 
ined and as the clouds of evening be­ 
gan to gather Professor King and 
his companion found themselves safe­ 
ly and surely descending to terra 
firma. They came down about twenty 
miles northeast of Springfield in the 
section of the countrj- known as the 
Barrens and in the descent tlieir ear 
was overturned and Aey reached the 
ground |iolding to tne ropes of the 
balloon. 


Mr. Ix>omis at once secured a team 
and with Professor King drove in aU 
haste to Springfield, where he arrived 
about i oVlock Tuesday morning. 
He telegraphed to the Journal in 
Jacksonville his safe arrival and in 
the ne^ît issue of the paper gave a 
very vivid description of .hi«; unique 
experience. 


Professor King lived to make many 
other ascensions attended ^’ith more 
or less peril and i.«» now engaged as a 
WTiter on the Philadelphia Ledger. 


Mr. Looms i«^ a man of wide ex­ 
perience and a conversationalist w^ho 
has the ha^py faculty of relating the 
incidents of his career ^^’ith fascinatT 
ing interest. After leaving Jackson­ 
ville he edited the Mofiem Argo in 
Quincy. 
Later he .was city editor 
and for a time editorial writer on the 
Mineapolis Journal and in 1887 be­ 
came the business manager of Emma 
Abbott, the great singer, and was the 
mawager of her company at the time 
of her death. In 1892 he undertook 
the management of. the United States 
Marine band, at that time under the 
leadership of Phillip Sousa, and met 
with signal success. He was after­ 
ward the manager of the Victor Her­ 
bert orchestra. 


Mr. Ivoomis lives in New York city, 
where his wife and family reside. He 
is alw^ays cordially welcomed by his 
friends in this city, w^ho are legion.
